WILL FIGHT 
JOB LOSSES 


THANET council staff could 
be taking industrial action 
by the end of the year as 
they fight for their jobs in 
the face of budget cuts. 

Steve Albon is branch secretary for 
Unison, representing about 400 of the 
local authority’s 700 workers. 

He told Yourthanet: “We’re expect- 
ing that once the Government’s 
October spending review is made 
known, there will be a cut in Thanet 
council’s budget of 25 to 40 per cent. 

“That could mean the loss of 100 to 
150 jobs.” Accordingly, Mr Albon, 
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whose is Thanet council’s principal 
enforcement officer in planning, has 
been talking with union represent- 
atives across the country, including 
some from the GMB and Unite. 

He said: “We're not militant, but it’s 
likely we'll fight for our jobs. It'll prob- 
ably be either at the end of this year or 
the beginning of next. 

“Tve told members that if someone 
walked into their home and took their 
possessions, would they stand there 
and let them do it? We won't let 
[Prime Minister] David Cameron do 
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that to us. The way it’s looking, there 
will be a strike.” 

Despite the gloomy outlook, Mr 
Albon reckons Thanet’s parlous eco- 
nomic situation could, ironically, pro- 
vide a lifeline for the council. 

“We've got two of the most deprived 
wards in the UK — Margate Central 
and Cliftonville West,” he said. 

“The Government must realise that 
this area more than most needs a 
strong, well-staffed local authority.” 

Allied to Mr Albon’s concern over 
possible job cuts is a stark awareness 
that opinion is often negative towards 
civil servants.

plans lead to fear 
for Royal Mail jobs

THE prospect of a closure 
of the Margate Royal Mail 
sorting office closing is 
being debated at Thanet 


council. 

Although the mail provider say 
there are no plans to close the office, 
it is set to launch a big shake-up of 
its delivery options. 

A new mail centre will likely be 
opened to deal with the county's 
mail. 

Some fear it could lead to job loss- 
es locally, and concern is mounting 
that the Margate sorting office, and 
its staff, could be affected. 


Worried 


On Tuesday, July 20, the council’s 
overview and scrutiny panel decided 
that this was an issue that they 
wanted to look more closely at, as 
members were worried about the 
prospect of job losses and the quality 
of service. 

They also voiced concerns that, if 
these proposals go ahead, the near- 
est sorting office to Margate would 
be located at Maidstone. 

The panel is to ask Royal Mail to 
send a representative to its next 
meeting in September to explain the 
proposals and answer questions. 

Mike Harrison, chairman of the 
overview and scrutiny panel, said: “I'm 
keen for the council's overview and 
scrutiny panel to look at issues outside 
of the council, focusing on things that 
affect the wider community. 


“Tt seems that the issue of what 
will happen to the Royal Mail sort- 
ing office falls into that category per- 
fectly and members agreed. 

‘T look forward to hearing more 
from the Royal Mail at our next 
meeting about what they’re propos- 
ing and the impact it will have on 
our area.” 

If a new mail centre is built, then 
exisiting mail centres will have to be 
vacated, and jobs will go. 

The county’s four mail centres are 
all now more than 25 years old 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: 
“There is no decision to close 
Margate Delivery Office. We are 
carrying out a review of our 
processing and delivery operations 
across Kent and are proposing to 
build a new mail centre for Kent. 

“We are currently talking to our 
unions and our people about this 
proposal. No decisions have been 
made and there would not be any 
changes until at least 2012.” 

Other issues set to be examined 
during 2010/11 include the develop- 
ment of a Master Plan for the Port 
of Ramsgate and Royal Harbour 
Marina. 

Members wanted to see a progress 
report from this Working Party at 
the Panel’s next meeting in 
September, with an update on where 
the project was. 

How seaweed that washes up on 
the isle’s beaches is dealt with and 
dispose of, the Thanet Works employ- 
ment scheme and the council’s 
management of the Coach House 
in Northdown Park are among other 
issues that will be subject to further 


scrutiny in future meetings.

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Hospital parking fees up 
for staff and patients

STAFF and visitors to the Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother 
Hospital must cough up even more 


to park their cars in future. 

Charges are going up at the start of August 
for visitors, while staff charges will increase a 
month later, at the beginning of September. 

The NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust executives agreed the rise on July 7. 

To park in the car park for up to two hours 
will cost visitors £2, which is the minimum fee. 

Previously you could park for up to three 
hours for £1.70. 

To park for two to three hours will cost £3, for 
up to four hours £4 and for up to six hours it 
will be £5. 

The charge for six to 24 hours will hit £8. 

Meanwhile, the price of a weekly ticket will 
double, from £6 to £12. 

Parking permits for those who work on site 
will also rise from Wednesday, September 1. 

During peak hours a peak hours permit for 
up to 20 hours a week will rise to £79.38, from 
£52.92. The following year the same permit will 
go up again to £119.07, and could cost £178.61 
in 2012/2013 if the trust’s current proposals are 
adopted. 

Permits for less than 20 hours, which current- 
ly cost £26.46, will rise to £52.88 in August, 
going up again to £79.31 in 2011/2012, and pos- 
sibly to £132.19 in 2012/2013. 

A trust spokesman defended the decision to 
increase the fares. 

He said: “Car parks cost money to build, staff 
and maintain, and charges mean that patient 


Road-safety 
schemes axed 


BUDGET cuts imposed by Kent 
County Council will hit a raft of 
schemes aimed at improving road 
safety and transport networks. 

Funding for five local transport 
policy programmes has been 
pulled, and 24 schemes have been 
cancelled across the county. 

KCC has cut £4.1 million from its 
road improvements budget due to 
tighter spending constraints. 

The announcement was made on 
Monday, July 12. 

A casualty reduction scheme at 
Garlinge Primary School near 
Margate will now be shelved. 

The £111,000 project would have 
seen measures to improve safety, 
such as pedestrian crossings, traf- 
fic islands, roadside markings or 
warning signs, outside the school. 

Funding for the Thanet Quality 
Bus Partnership has also been 
axed, saving of £100,000, and 
phase five of the Dane Valley cycle 
routes, in Westgate-on-Sea, has 
been cancelled, with a saving of 
£170,000. 

Planned measures to stop vehi- 
cles hitting buildings in 
Littlebourne High Street have 
been scrapped. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said all schemes were judged 
against the four criteria of whether 
they improve road safety, cut con- 
gestion, have started or have sig- 
nificant exterior funding.

He said: “The vast majority of my mem- 
bers work very hard. It can be difficult to 
resolve issues — we can get caught 
between feuding neighbours. 

“Tve had my life threatened twice and 
twice had my car vandalised outside my 
home. That cost me £1,000.” 

The image of lucrative deals being 
handed out across the sector is dis- 
missed by Mr Albon. 

“This gold-plated pension stuff is a 
myth,” he said. “If you're a high-ranking 
officer at Kent County Council or an MP, 
maybe. But a person who’s been at 
Thanet council for 40 years will be lucky 
to get £4,000 a year. 

“Many staff here are women. They 
might have had kids or might work part- 
time. Their pensions will be negligible.” 

Mr Albon also fears his members could 
now see their pension funds slashed. 

“People don’t understand,” he said. 
“We've been paying into these through 
deferred salary, yet we might end up not 
getting what we are owed.” 

The union man wants makes to make 
clear how job cuts at Thanet council 
would affect us all. 

“If we weren't here, these shopkeepers 
in Margate wouldn't be here. We're the 
only people spending in this town.” 

And there was a scathing summary of 
the Government’s idea of the Big Society, 
in which volunteers would carry out 
much of the work done by civil servants. 

“When people call the council and 
there’s no one to speak to, who will you 
go to? Your volunteer?” 

Asked about the prospect of strike 
action, a Thanet council official said: 
“The council has no comment to make on 
possible decisions that unions may or 
may not make on national action. 

“We are going to work with staff and 
unions on the expected cuts we are like- 
ly to have to make following the emer- 
gency budget.” 
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Residents are 
ready to fight 
for wild haven 


A PIECE of land on the seafront 
at Westbrook is the latest battle- 
ground between Thanet council 


and members of the public. 

Campaigners want the land to remain just 
as it is, as a scarce habitat for plants, butter- 
flies, birds and insects, but a developer has 
floated an idea to put eco-pods or beach huts 
for holidaymakers on the land. 

To try to combat any plans that could 
include development, an application to 
obtain Village Green Status has been put in 
by a group calling themselves the WASPS 
(Westbrook Against Selling Promenade Site). 

Kent County Council will decide if the 
application is approved or denied. 


Objection 

Thanet council is adamant that there are 
no immediate plans to sell the site, part of 
which forms a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest, and that there are no “specific 
plans” for it, but it did appear on the author- 
ity’s last asset-disposal list. 

Officers have lodged an official objection to 
the Village Green Status application. 

Thanet council bought the land in 1923. 

It has covenants on it, but not ones that 
may prevent certain kinds of development 
that could be seen as for ‘seaside use’. 

Campaigner Tony Sykes said: “This is an 
attractive piece of land and it is well used. In 
the years since the grassland has been 
allowed to grow a bit more, the wildlife here 
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has flourished.” 

“I think the potential for development is 
minimal because it is at risk of flooding and 
because it was used as a landfill site. 

“Any development would also be heavily 
restricted by environmental issues and 
restrictions by Natural England.” 

“Thanet has less than half the recommend- 
ed open spaces it needs, according to English 
Nature. Destroying open spaces affects local 
residents’ health and well-being. 

“The council could be making a big mis- 
take.” 

Mr Sykes believes that Thanet council has 
misrepresented the site. 

He believes pictures of the site that 
appeared in a copy of the council’s Thanet 
Matters magazine for May/June 2008 were 
not a true representation of the land, and 
that the description first given out, which 
was called “land at Barnes Avenue”, was also 
misleading for the public. 

A Thanet council spokeswoman said: “A 
number of comments were raised about the 
description and, as a result, the description 
has been altered to ‘land adjacent to car park 
off Royal Esplanade, Westbrook’. 

“The disposal of the site was extensively 
publicised and subject to public consultation. 
This included location plans. 

“The question of description is subjective 
and we have been happy to change this. 
There has never been an ulterior motive.”

The authority's overview and 
scrutiny committee has recom- 
mended the practice continue.

This idea will now go to the next 
full council meeting in October, for 
members to make a final decision. 

During the pilot, a total of 225 
people logged on to watch the first 
meeting, which discussed the coun- 
cil’s budget in February. 

They watched the meeting for an 
average of almost seven and a half 
minutes. 


The next meeting to be broadcast 
took place in April and was 
watched by 53 people for an aver- 
age of around three minutes. 

This meeting covers items as 
diverse as planning obligations 
and developer contributions, 
licensing of sexual entertainment 
venues, members’ allowance 
schemes and polling places and 
polling stations. 


Decisions 


The third meeting broadcast in 
May was the annual council 
meeting, where decisions are 
made about who will be the 
council’s leader, chairman and 
who will sit on the council’s 
various committees. 

It attracted 75 views, with 
people watching for an average of 
just over three minutes. 

Members decided to continue 
with the trial, due to the relatively 
low cost of providing the service, 
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stay despite poor 
number of ‘hits’ 


which works out to approximately 
£250 per transmission. 

Mike Harrison, chairman of the 
overview and scrutiny panel, said: 
“I think it’s fair to say that all 
members of the panel were disap- 
pointed that the pilot didn’t gen- 
erate more interest. 

“It’s a shame the number of 
website hits were so low for the 
three meetings that were web- 
cast, as the issues being discussed 
were important to local people. 

“Perhaps just as disappointing 
was the amount of time that peo- 
ple spent watching the meetings, 
with the average time as low as 
just three minutes, which barely 
allows for debate to get going. 

“I think this is something that 
we should continue with. 

“It’s important for the council 
to be transparent and open to 
public scrutiny and webcasting 
our meetings is one way of 
achieving that.”

many of them. There used to be a few gay bars 
and nightclubs in the area, most of which have 
shut down. 

All that’s left is Sundowners, which is great 
but tends to have an older clientele. Of 
course there is Pride every summer — which 
is such a success — but it is only once a year. 

I am 27 and my friends and I like to go 
clubbing where there’s a good dance-floor, a 
modern lively venue with a DJ playing the 
latest tunes. We need a gay nightclub like 
that in Thanet. 

The nearest thing we have is Girls And 
boYs — a gay club-night but with a mixed 
crowd — but it’s in Canterbury and costs a for- 
tune to get home afterwards. We should have 
a modern gay club in Thanet and they should 
make it open to all. 

In other areas many straight people go to 
gay clubs because it’s a good laugh and has a 
less judgemental atmosphere. People can 
just dance like a loony and not care. 


Do you think the ‘pink pound’ is something that the isle 
should actively chase, or will it grow on its own? 
In terms of the pink pound in Thanet, 
obviously everywhere has felt the effects of 
the recession and that affects the pink pound, 
too. Slowly things are going to get better as 
there is lots of investment in the area, what 
with the Turner gallery. 
As long as that is a success, it will trickle 
down into the other areas of the local economy. 
We're not in the 70s any more. A seaside town 


has to offer more than just arcades and beach- 
es now. Thanet seems to be stuck in a time- 
warp in this way, so I think we need to 
embrace change and move forward. 


Why did you choose to open the shop in Margate, rather 

than elsewhere? 

Margate is a good location for Brief 

Encounters. There are no shops like it in 
this area and as far as I know in the whole of 
Kent. You have to go to Brighton or London for 
a similar shop. 

The location is right on the sea-front, easy to 
find, it’s light, modern and open. It’s good that 
we aren't like some other adult stores that are 
hidden down some dodgy alleyway. We are just 
a shop, plain and simple. 

Anything of an adult nature is not visible in 
the window and is partitioned separately from 
the fashion and lifestyle side of the store. 


What do you want to achieve at Brief Encounters? 


Aside from making Brief Encounters a 

successful business, I think we aim to be a 
touchstone for the gay community, providing 
information on events like Thanet Pride, 
which will be an exciting event for us this 
year. 

Brief Encounters is one of the main sponsors 
and we want it to be the biggest and best year 
so far.

Fire-damaged building made safe 


A GRADE IrI-listed building has been made 
safe, after the fabric of the building had dete- 
riorated badly. 

The property at 47-48 Hawley Square, 
Margate, was damaged by fire in May 2008 
and Thanet council’s building-control team 
secured the remaining structure using sup- 
port scaffolding. 

A council spokeswoman said: “The conser- 
vation and building control teams tried to get 
the cooperation of the building’s owner to 
restore the property, but with no success. 

“During this time, the council has repeat- 
edly secured the site to prevent unauthorised 
access and has been monitoring the stability 
of what remains of the structure. 

“Recent checks showed that the condition 
of the gable wall, adjacent to the public foot- 
path at the rear of the building, had deterio- 
rated. As there was a danger to the public,

emergency measures were put in place, with 
the footpath closed, so that the dangerous 
wall and the chimney could be removed. This 
has now been completed and the footpath 
has reopened, without the scaffolding. 

“The building-control team will monitor 
the structure and will continue its attempts 
to work with the owner to restore it.” 

Simon Moores, Thanet council’s cabinet 
member for customer services and regulat- 
ory services, said: “I’m sure anyone who uses 
the footpath behind this property will be 
familiar with the scaffolding that’s been 
there for some time. 

“Tt will come as a welcome relief to finally 
see that it’s gone; this is thanks to the work 
of our building-control team, who acted 
quickly and decisively as soon as they 
realised the condition of this property pre- 
sented a danger to the public.”

I WASN'T shocked to learn that union 
activists at local councils are threaten- 
ing strike action to show their anger as 
the cuts in public spending become clear. 


After years of retiring at 60 and being assured of a 
job for life, all at the ratepayers’ expense (yes, I know 
it’s ‘council-taxpayers’, but we all understand 
‘ratepayers’), suddenly our council chums have to 
account for how they are spending our cash. 

So, batten down the hatches and prepare for them to 
demonstrate their outrage outside your town hall next 
year. But what are they protesting about exactly? 

Well, in a nutshell theyre a bit cross that those peo- 
ple who have worked in the private sector all their 
lives will no longer be relied upon to fork out — getting 
on for a couple of grand a month — for the privilege of 
having their bins emptied every couple of weeks.

From now 
on, if someone wants to be our friend, let them come 
and see us. And they can pay for their hotel, too. 

Then pensions. It must be pretty galling to have 
worked your way up in the public sector for 35 hours 
every week (less holidays and your eight days sick a 
year — oh, and public holidays). From section minion to 
section leader and then maybe even the head honcho, 
you were secure in the knowledge you'd retire at 60. 

You've been pretty smug that for 20-odd years after 
that there’d be a monthly cash windfall pretty close to 
what you were earning. 

Now you can’t just rely on Johnny Ratepayer to 
stump up enough cash to pay for his bins to be emp- 
tied so that you and your fellow cottonheads can have 
free money. Outrageous though that might be, per- 
haps you understand how your bin-emptying former 
colleagues felt almost 20 years ago when they had to 
go and work for private sub-contractors. 

Strike all you like, but we are all staring down the bar- 
rel of tough times. Remember that unless your strikes 
affect bin collections, most people probably won't notice, 
and if you do withhold your labour, in protest, then we 
have the right to withhold our council-tax payment. 

But be assured the outcome will be the same.

A VALUABLE painting by a 
Ramsgate-born artist is going up 
for auction and is likely to be sold 
for thousands. 

The Francis Holman picture, above, is 
expected to fetch at least £50,000 when it goes 
up for sale with Bonhams in London. 

The painting, which shows the crucial 
maritime battle of St Kitts in 1782, goes 
under the hammer on Tuesday, September 
28, at the New Bond Street auctioneers. 

It depicts the action between the fleets of 
Rear Admiral Sir Samuel Hood and the 
French Comte de Grasse in Frigate Bay, St 
Kitts, on January 26, 1782. 

The British, under the command of Admiral 
Hood, were defending the valuable West 
Indian sugar island St Kitts against the French 
during the American War of Independence. 

After two days of fighting, the leader of the 
French fleet, de Comte, retired. Three weeks 
later, however, St Kitts fell into French hands. 

The painting will be sold as part of The 
Marine Sale at Bonhams and could fetch as 
much as £70,000, say experts. 


Historic painting expected to 
sell for thousands at auction

Francis Holman was a famous maritime 
painter who was was born into a shipping 
family in 1729, in St Laurence, Ramsgate, 
which clearly influenced his art. 

His father was a master mariner and his 
grandfather a cooper, while his brother, 
Captain John Holman, was in charge of the 
family shipping business. 

He was baptised in St Laurence Church in 
November 1729 and was the second of six 
children. His work features pictures of ships, 
shipyards, and, during the American War of 
Independence, the Royal Navy and sea bat- 
tles. He died in Wapping on November 29, 
1784, and his brother John brought his body 
back to Ramsgate, where he was buried in the 
family vault. 

Holman was under-appreciated in his time, 
but his works have since become critically 
acclaimed and are now highly sought. 

Many of Holman’s works form parts of col- 
lections such as that at the National 
Maritime Museum in Greenwich.

TWELVE years ago he was playing 
roles that didn’t even appear on 
the movie's closing credits. But 
now, Justin Bartha — aka the 
anonymous clubgoer in the 1998 
disco film 54 — has reached leading 
man status with his latest movie 


The Rebound. 


Along the way there have been hits 
(National Treasure, The Hangover) and miss- 
es (Gigli), but 32-year-old Bartha says he feels 
“extremely grateful for all the great things 
that have happened”. 

The first of his family to forge a career in act- 
ing, started out in high-school plays and doing 
community theatre, before training at univer- 
sity in New York only to find himself “bum- 
ming around trying to get a job”. 

That first job was behind the camera, as a 
production assistant on Analyze This in 1999. 
Later that year, he made his professional act- 
ing debut in a short film called Tag. A few 
quiet years followed before he joined the then 
couple-du-jour Ben Affleck and Jennifer Lopez 
in the universally panned Gigli in 2003. Then 
a year later, he finally got his big break as the 
comedic computer whiz Riley Poole in the 
National Treasure films. 

In romantic comedy The Rebound Bartha 
plays Aram Finkelstein, a directionless 24- 
year-old who becomes a nanny for Sandy, the 
perfect suburban wife, played by Catherine 
Zeta Jones, who's just discovered her husband 
has been having an affair. The pair embark on 
a relationship that goes swimmingly until 
reality rears its ugly head. 

“It’s a really great romantic comedy and 
something everyone can enjoy,” says Bartha. 

“Tt’s a New York love story where Catherine 
and myself have just got out of bad relation- 
ships but find it’s the wrong time to explore 
theirs because of their ages and where they

are in their life.” 

Written and directed by Julianne Moore’s 
husband Bart Freundlich, Aram’s optimistic 
and romantic stance on life makes him a 
refreshingly sympathetic male character. 

“Aram is a nice guy and there’s some role 
reversal in the movie,” says Bartha. “You’re so 
used to seeing men in movies being aggressive 
idiots who are only looking for sex. Aram is a 
sensitive man and that’s really interesting. 
He’s almost too sensitive.” 

But, despite Bartha’s eagerness, it was to be 
a few years before he was cast. 

Director Freundlich has since explained that 


he needed to explore a wide range of people to 
be sure Bartha was the right choice — and 
Bartha readily admits he thought he wouldn’t 
get the role after hearing Catherine Zeta 
Jones had been cast as Sandy. 

As for working with our home-grown star, 
Bartha’s nothing short of gushing. “She’s fan- 
tastic. Who doesn’t like her?” 

It’s lucky they got along, as the pair share an 
intimate moment on a sofa before being inter- 
rupted by Sandy’s son. 

“It’s very awkward doing those scenes,” he 
laughs. “In that scene I have to fall off this 
couch and kept scraping my chest, so by the

WHILE glitzy Kitzbitthel’s 
infrastructure is perfectly 
prepared for the deluge of 
skiers and snowboarders, 
there is a very different feel 


to the area come summer. 

When the hedonism and intensity 
of the ski season has melted away, 
visitors relish the gorgeous scenery 
and, even better, try the variety of 
adventurous pursuits on offer in the 
area. 

I began my four-day break on the 
Saturday evening, and checked into 
what would be my base for the trip — 
the four-star Hotel Jagerwirt, run by 
the same family for four generations. 

The first dinner for our 10-strong 
group was a hearty combination of 
lamb, potato gratin and spinach, 
before a nightcap at Flannigan’s, the 
local Irish bar. 

Next morning, the minibus whisked 
us off to the Mountain High centre 
in Kirchdorf — to be measured for 
wetsuits, life jackets and helmets for 
our first activity — the family rafting. 

Our time in the 12ft x 6ft raft was 
great fun, and the highlight was 
jumping out of the vessel to float 
down through the rapids on our 
backs, before climbing out and jump- 
ing from a cliff face into a plunge pool. 

The rafting course took us into a 
part of Germany for a short while, 
through the wildly romantic Klob- 
enstein Canyon, until the minibus 
came to collect our equipment and 
return us back to Mountain High. 

After lunch, we took the five- 
minute walk from the hotel to the 
Mountain Edge bike centre. 

Our guide Rob provided helmets, 
gloves and bikes, before leading us

on a specially tailored ride to the 
lake at Schwarzsee, a haven for local 
holidaymakers on this particular 
weekend — a Tyrolean bank holiday 
with the sun shining. 

There was an Italian buffet at the 
Jagerwirt on Sunday night, while 
Monday morning promised our third 
activity of the week — canyoning. This 
was not for the faint-hearted, and four 
of our group backed out when peer- 
ing over the edge of the gorge. 

But those of us who stuck with it 
were rewarded with an hour of 
sheer excitement involving slither- 
ing down rockslides carved into the 
rock, jumping into frothing plunge 
pools, hanging from cliff faces, and 
floating down through ice-cold water 
on our backs until we reached the 
rest of our party at the base. 

After the adrenaline rush of the 
morning, it was time for a gentle 


three-hour walk through farms, 
forests and flowery meadows and up 
to a waterfall on the south side of 
the Kitzbitheler Horn, which offered 
us excellent views across the town. 

After a dinner of Wiener Schnitzel, 
a few of us embarked on a night out 
in Kitz, stumbling from the town’s 
main nightspot, The Londoner bar — 
jam-packed to the rafters during ski 
season — in the early hours. 

There were sore heads next day as 
we tried Canadian canoeing. Though 
the canoes were safe and stable, 
steering them proved difficult and 
we had countless collisions with the 
rocky banks and capsizes galore. 

While we were on the river, the 
under-14s on our trip had a swim 
and splash around in a nearby lake. 

The farmers’ buffet at the 
Jagerwirt was the perfect way to 
round off our week in Austria.
